THE MORMON BILL AND GAG LAW. 

The house had a spirited time with the 
Mormon bill to the amusement of the fullest 
galleries of the season. There, as in the sen- 
ate, the republicans tried to appropriate the 
credit of such legislation. The Edmunds bill 
is full of objectionable features, but when- 
ever a democrat proposed any amendment be 
was accused of defending the Mormon creed. 

Yesterday the deniocrats asked one hour to 
debate and amend the bill and the republi- 
cans ostensibly granted it. But by one of 
their usual tricks they cut off nearly all this 
little time and choked off every protest frem 
the minority. 

Carlisle and others made severe strictures 
on the bill as it stands, but the majority was 
deaf and held the house with an iron hand 
until they carried the measure through Just 
as it had come from the senate. One of the 
best of the bolts sent by the democrats into 
the ranks of the stolid opponents was aimed 
by Colonel Hammond, who characterized the 
action of the majority in terms severe but 
just. He was in the mood for good work and 
if he had had a few minutes would have 
interested the republicans. Few men 
can use five minutes more effectively. 
The bill could not be taken in with all its 
glaring defects and dangerous provisions by 

some of the democrats. General Phil Cook 
voted against it, and stood in good company 
with Carlisle and other prominent men. 

The republican leaders showed up in their 
mastery of the little acts of parliamentary 
finesse. Their assumption of championing 
the anti-Mormon cause in opposition to the 
‘democrats was too ridiculous to deceive any- 
body. Utah will now be placed under the 
despotism of a commission with practically 
absolute powers. In destroying one evil, con- 
gress may have set the precedent for another, 
worse and more general in its effects. The 
Mormon problem is a puzzle. Such desperate 
efforts at its solution may succeed or may not. 
Some of those best acquainted with that mys- 
terious system predict that the Edmunds bill 
will be a miserable failure. 

THE CHINESE BILL. 

The Chinese bill will cause less commotion 
in the house than it did in the senate. Some 
strong speeches are expected against it, but 
it will go through whizzing. Since the pro- 
tracted debate in the senate this sensation has 
weakened and the insatiate public appetite is 
craving for something fresh. The experiment 
of regulating Chinese immigration is 
to be made on the formula 
fixed by the wisdom of the 
senate. Of its success grave apprehensions are 
felt, and an interesting study will come from 
this first ciosing of the gates flung open a 
hundred years ago to the ‘“‘oppressed of all 
nations.” 


Tl. &8 BONDS IN GEORGIA, 

Georgia does not go heavy on government 
bonds. Georgia securities are as good, and 
untita year or two ago, were cheaper. Ac- 
cording to the report of Robert P. Porter, 
special agent of the census bureau, only nine 

ersons in Atlanta held United States regis- 
tered’bonds in 1880, and the total amount of 
their bonds was $11,000, In Augusta eight 
persons owned $46,000, and in Savannah four 
persons held $7,250. W. H. Vanderbilt has 
$52,000,000 registered bonds lying to his credit, 
and yet he is not happy. It is thought more 
money has been put into government securi- 
ties in Georgia since the census, but the 
amount is still small and must continue so for 
some time- 

THE CAMPAIGN COMMITTEE. 

The selection of Mr. Flower, as chairman of 
the national democratic campaign committee, 
is causing considerable comment, especially 
among the old stagers in politics who regard 
Mr. Flower as a novice in politicsand an acci- 
dent in congress. But the more practical ele- 
ment of the democrats in the house regard the 
selection a good one.

THE POSTAL APPROPRIATIONS BILL, 

On the conclusion of the morning business, 
the regular order, the tariff commission bill, 
was temporarily laid aside by unanimous con- 
sent, to proceed with the post-office appropri-

committee amendments were 
adopted. Mr. Miller, of New York, 
moved the amendment reported yesterday 
from the post-oflice committee, providing for 
an ocean mail service, but it was ruled out on 
a point ot order. The bill was reported to 
the senate, and all the amendments of the 
committee of the whole were concurred. in, 
except the one which substantially re- 
stores the — franking privilege, upon 
which a special vote was demanded by Mr. 
Pendleton. The amendment was divided, 
and tbe first part, allowing the secretary of 
the senate and the clerk of the house to - 
otticial ‘envelopes, was agreed to without a 
vote. The question recurring upon the pro- 
position to authorize congressmen to send 
through the muils free any letter or package 
containing only written or printed matter not 
exceeding two ounces in weight, upon the 
eall of the yeas and nays, was adopted by the 
following vote:

The tariff commussion bill was taken up as 
the regular order, and Mr. Pendleton opened 
the debate upon it, followed by Mr. Morrill 
and Mr. Beck. Mr. Beck yielded for an ex- 
ecutive session, after which the senate ad- 
journed until Monday. 


THE DESTITUTION STATED. 


Report of the Secretary of State to the House of Kep- 
resentatives. 

WASHINGTON, March 17.—At the conclusien 
of the morning hour the house, at 12:45, went 
into committee of the whole, Mr. Rich, of 
Michigan, in the chair, on the private calen- 
dar. The first bill on the calendar was one 
authorizing the payment to William M. May- 
nodier of $3,726 in liquidation of-a deficiency 
in his accounts as paymaster, caused by a rob- 
bery committed by his clerk. Though the 
measure had been considered and discussed 
upon two previous Fridays, an uninteresting 
debate again sprang up and continued for 
about two hours, when Mr. Holman, of In- 
diana, moved to strike out the enacting clause. 
Agreed to. The same action was taken upon 
a similar bill for the relief of Major G. W. 
Candee. The committee ther rose. 

THE DESTITUTION CAUSED BY THE FLOODs. 

The speaker laid before the house a commu- 
nication from the secretary of war transmit- 
ting (in response to the resolution offered by 
Mr. King, of Louisiana,) estimates of the 
number of persons made destitute by the 
overflow of the Mississippi river and its tribu- 
taries, and the time for which the necessity of 
congressionai aid will continue. Referred. 
The communication estimates the number of 
persons rendered destitute at 85,000, as fol- 
lows: Missouri, 2,200; Illinois, 2,000; 
Kentucky, 800 ; Tennessee, 5,000; 
Mississippi, 30,000; Arkansas, 20,000; 
Louisiana, 25,000; and states that 713,000 
rations have been distributed. The commu- 
nication further states that the appropriation 
already made is sufficient to purchase 300,000 
rations of substantial kind, and estimates that 
the supply will be exhausted in Arkensas, 
Mississippi and Louisiana about. the 21st. 
No estimate can be made of the time 
during which the necessity for congres- 
sional aid will continue. No _ further 
demands are expected from Illinois and Ken- 
tucky, but from Missouri, Tennessee, Arkan- 
sas and Mississippi, the department has infor- 
mation that the necessity for subsistence will 
continue for a period variously estimated at 
from 30 to 60 days. The department has no 
information from Louisiana, but it is thought 
that it may be placed in the same category as 
Mississippi.

A PRACTICAL POSTPONEMENT OF 
TWO YEARS. 


The Effect of the Action of the Republican Caucus— 
Raum’s Gratification and the Whisky Men’s 
Delight—Rations Issued to the Fiood 
Commissioners — Mason’s Case.

Moreover, some of the western republicans 
think that reductions in the revenues, if 
made at all, should be more equally divided 
between duties and internal revenue taxes 
than the scheme of the ways and means com- 
mittee contemplates. 

JUBILATION AMONG THE REPUBLICAN MEMBERS. 

The republican members are in_ better 
spirits than they have been for weeks past. 
It was generally felt that the action of the 
caucus cleared the political atmosphere by 
the determination not to favor a reduction 
of the whisky and tobacco taxes, and makes 
an earnest effurt to reach the tariff commis- 
sion bill under the present rules, and gives 
definiteness to the purposes ol the majority 
heretofore lacking. Extreme protectionists 
admit that the caucus action was a surprise 
to them; nevertheless, there is very little 
talk of a renewed attempt to force a reduc- 
tion of the internal revenue which would re- 
sult in the retention of a high customs duty. 
The waysand means committee accepts the 
decision of the caucus, and tacitly agrees to 
abandon the Carlisle bill, and bring in a bill 
which will remove all internal revenue taxes 
except those on whisky and tobacco, Com- 
missioner Raum is pleased with the caucus 
action. He thinks there will bean imme- 
diate return to large receipts in his office, 
which had begun, to fall off in conse- 
quence of the agitation for reduction, 

THE INTERNAL REVENUE RECEIPTS, 

The internal revenue tax receipts for the 

next three months will probably be higher

THE CONGRESSIONAL CHAIRMANSHIP. 

The contest between Congressional Flower, 
of New York, and Representative Rosecrans, 
of California, for the chairmanship of the 
democratic congressional committee, was 
ended by the election of the-latter, who re- 
ceived sixteen of the twenty-eight votes cast. 
The democrats say that Mr. Flower was de- 
feated by the’support of ex-Senator Barnum, 
Mr. Flower accepts his defeat gracefully, but 
not so his friends, who are outspoken in their 
denunciation of the course pursued by Rose- 
crans. They claim that he first suggested 
Flower for the place, and urged him to accept, 
but, after receiving his consent, entered the 
field himself during Mr. Flower’s absence in 
New York. As the joint committee of the sen- 
ate and house will, when they meet, select a 
chairman, some of Mr. Flower’s friends are 
urging him to remain in the field as a candi- 
date. He declines, however, todo so, on the 
ground that it would cause a breach in the 
party ranks.

RATIONS FOR THE SUFFERERS. 

The secretary of war has instructed the 
commissary general to issue 50,000 additional 
rations to General Mangum, at Memphis, for 
the relief of the destitute people in the over- 
flowed districts of Arkansas, and 25.000 to 
Mr. Hemingway, commissioner for the state 
of roaegae, 5 at Memphis. About 25,000 
rations only can be supplied for future use 
under the original appropriation, but congress 
is expected to make an appropriation for the 
distribution of additional supplies. 

REPORT OF THE WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE.

CONGRESSMAN BLACK DYING. 


The Approaching End of the Accomplished Georgio 

: Congreseman. 

WasHinctox, March 17.—[Special.]—The 
physicians say that Congressman Black cannot 
live through the night. He grew worse last 
night, and has been getting weaker all day. 
Up to yesterday he made so much improve- 
ment as to arouse strong hopes of his recovery. 


'He was stricken a week ago to-night with 


paralysis, and he has made a heroic struggle 
for life: but he is now fast sinking, and all 
hope seems gone. 

Hon. George R. Black was born in Scriven 
He was educated partly 
at the University of Georgia and at the South 
Carolina college, which latter institution he 
left in hissenior year in the students’ rebellion 
of 1856. He studied law and was admitted to 
the bar in 1857 at Savannah. He entered the 
confederate service as first lieutenant of the 
Phenix Riflemen, and was afterward promo- 
ted to be lieutenant colonel of the Sixty-third 
Georgia regiment. He was a delegate to the 
constitutional convention of 1865, and to the 
National democratic convention at Baltimore, 
voting there against the nomination of Mr. 
Greeley. He was state senator from 1875 to 
1877, and was elected to the forty-seventh 
congress as a democrat. He married Miss 
Nellie Peters, daughter of Colonel Richard 
Peters of this city, by whom he has several 
children.

REPUBLICAN DISCORDS. 


A Split in the Ranks of the Stalwarts and the Personal 
Party Mr. Arthur Wanc te Have.

Wasaineton, D. C., March 11.—There has 
been a division of the stalwarts, and hence- 
forward President Arthur proposes to run his 
own machine and build up for bimself a lit- 
tle ome of hisown, even though it be of 
short duration. The trouble grows out’of the 
tendering of the position on the bench to ex- 
Senator Conkling. President Arthur has 
claimed to be an ardent friend of Senator Ed- 
munds, of Vermont. David Davis, beforethe 
name of Mr..Conkling was sent to the senate, 
asked Senaté& Edmunds if he would go on the 
supreme bench as associate justice. ‘Lhe sen- 
ator said he would. The vice-president told 
Mr. Arthur that Senator Edmunds would 
like to retire on a justiceship. The name of 
Mr. Conkling was in the hands of the presi- 
dent’s secretary to be sent to the senate at the 
time, but the president did not so state to 
Mr. Davis. He was waiting to see if Mr. 
Conkling would accept; if not, then Senator 
Kdmunds should have it. 

SENATOR EDMUNDS 

called on the president after Mr. Conkling had 
declined, with disgust and disdain, the honor. 
Mr. Arthur urged Senator Edmunds to accept 
the position refused by ex-Senator Conkling. 


|The proffer insulted Senator Edmunds; he 


spurned it. ‘But you told Vice-President 
Davis that you would accept the appoint- 
ment,’’ said the president. ‘“‘Sir,’’ said Sen- 
ator Edmunds, “I have changed my mind, | 
am not a candidate for cast-off clothing,’’ and 
he left the presence of the president. 

Dame rumor further has it(and the work 
of the administration during the past week 
strongly indicates it) that since receiving the 
caustic letter of declension from Mr. Conk- 
ling the president has vowed that he was now 
even with the disgruntled chief; that he had 
paid him all the obligations he owed, and 
that hereafter he would not only keep his 
own counsel, but would run matters to suit 
himself.

A DECREASE OF EXPORTS. 


About 67,500,000 Less Provisiouws Experted in the 
Last Four Menths. 
Special Dispatch to the Ciucinniti Gazette. 

WasHiIncton, March 17.—The exports of 
provisions, tallow, and dairy products for 
February were valued at 39,250,000, and for 
the four months ending with February about 
$22,500,000. Compared with last year these 
figures show a falling offof about $5,500,000 
for the month and 37,500,000 for the four 
months.

CRUSHED TO DEATH. 


BOYISH TUNNEL-DIGGERS 
LOSE THEIR LIVES. 


FIVE 


A Peculiar Tragedy in St. Joseph, Missouri—A Num- 
ber of Boys, Aged from 8 to 17, for Amusement 
Dig a Tunnel, which Cavs in and Buries 
Every One of Them Alive. 


St. JosxeruH, Mo., March 17.—Y¥esterday a 
party of boys, aged from 8 to 17 years, all be- 
longing to well-to-do families, to amuse them- 
selyes dug a tunnel in a hillside on the out- 
skirts of the city. They worked in relief. 
Five were left by their companions at 3 
o'clock. When the others returned at 5 
o'clock the tunnel was found to have caved 
in on the workers, and the whole five were 
dead when extricated. The tunnel had been 
dug ten feet into the hill, was several feet 
wide, and lad no supports for overhead. 


THE LONG FAST. 


Death eof Mias Hermann, the Starving Woman of Iu- 
diana. 

JEPFEESONVILLE, Inp.,, Mareh 17.—Miss An- 
na Maria Hermann, who was sent’ from this 
place to the county poor asylum, sixty days 
ago, died in that institution yesterda® of star- 
vation. Miss Hermann was a lady of superior 
intelligence, a native of Germany, and for a 
time taught the language in this city to a few 
young ladies. One day in January last she 
snddenly became violently imsane and was 
arrested. She requested the arresting ofticer 
to kill her, as she desired to go to heaven 
without delay. 

A RESORT TO STARVING. 

When this was refused her, she determined 
to die by starving herself. She was sent to 
the insane department of the Clark county 
poor asylum, near Charlestown. The visiting 
physician and superintendent used every 
effort in their power to induce her to partake 
of food, but tone purpose. One day shortly 
after her arrival at the asylum, she ate a por- 
tion of an apple, but since that time, the 
superintendent avers, she has partook of no 
food Whatever. She would drink a little 
water once a day fora while, but lately had 
been unable to retain water on her stomach. 

SIXTY TWO DAYS WITHOUT FOOD. 

Many persons have doubted the statement 
of Superintendent Baldock to the effect that 
she had fasted during the time stated, but as 
he isa responsible and truthfal gentleman, 
his statement cannot be successfully contra- 
dicted. He said toa reporter: ‘I am certain 
she has not taken a drop of water or a morsel 
of food without my knowledge, Frequently 
we would place food beside her at night. and 
it would remain undisturbed; sometimes we 
would putsome nourishment in the water, 
but she would spit it out as soon asit touched 
her lips. She would drink nothing but pure 
water, and I am positive that during the 
sixty-two days she remained in the asylum, 
nothing was given her but what I have stated.”’ 

REDUCED FROM 200 TO 80 POUNDS. 

For two weeks past Miss Hermann has been 
greatly reduced in strength, but retained her 
senses up to the last. She conversed intelli- 
gently on Tuesday, and when a doctor called 
to see her she remarked, ‘“‘I did not send for 
you, and as you are intruding I wish you 
would retire.’”” From a very stout person 
weighing more than 200 pounds she was re- 
duced to 80, and the little flesh which clung 
to her bones was almost mortified, having 
turned blue in the last few days. Hundreds 
of persons have called at the asylum to see 
her, many oi them living far away. It is 
yrobably the longest fast ever accomplished 
ce any person in this country. She was 54 
years of age.

A Man Killed by Lightning and a Child Burned to 
Death.

THE LIGHTNING’S WORK,

a similar reason a very melancholy tragedy 
that occurred in tue northwestern part of 
Taylor county has just made its way to light. 
On the morning of the 5th instant, the house 
of Archie Ratcliffe was struck by lightning, 
and Mr. Ratcliffe instantly killed. His wite 
and five children were severely shocked, and 
the clothing of one of them, a boy eleven 
years old, was set on fire. Before the mother 
could recover sufficiently to extinguish the 
fire the little fellowed was burned past recov- 
ery. He lingered until Friday, when death 
put an end to his sufferings. 


A SERIOUS COLLISION, 


In Which Senator Gorman, of Maryland, Was One 
of the Passengers: 

Battimore, March 17.—A collision occurred 
on the Baltimore and Ohio railroad Thursday 
afternoon, between the 4:30 express from 
Washington and the accommodation which 
left Washington ten minutes later, at a point 
between Lamel and Annapolis Junction.

The Vast Alluvial Plain—Difference Between Summer 
and Winter—The Necessity tor Protection— 
What the Levees Are-The Crevasse— 

A List of Former Inundations.

To form a proper conception of the lower 
Mississippi and the causes of its overflow im- 
agine the. mighty stream flowing from the 
mouth of the Ohio river through a vast allu- 
vial plain thirty miles wide and gradually ex- 
tending to a width of 150 miles at the Gulf of 
Mexico. Through the entire length of this 
plain this turbid stream flows in a zig-zag and 
constantly shifting channel a distance of 
nearly a thousand miles to where it empties 
through its several mouths the gulf. 
This plain, containing nearly 40,000 square 
miles, has been formed in the course of ages 


into 


from materia! brought down from the uplands 
of the Mississippi and itstributaries, Rich in 
vegetable and organic matter, finely filtrated, 
it is consequently one of, if not the, most fer- 
tile and productive regions in the United 
States, the richest portions being found in 
‘the bottom lands,” immediately contiguous to 
the river and its numerous tributaries. Both 
sides are lined with plantations which extend 
for miles back into the country, all of which 
are more or less under cultivation, while 
thriving towns and cities dot its banks to the 
crescent city. 
THE LEVEES. 

In the summer, and when the river is low, 
its surface is depressed ftom twenty to thirty 
feet below its banks, but when the autumnal 
rains set in, followed by the spring thaws, the 
channel rapidly fills, and wherever unchecked 
overtiows its banks right and left, spreading 
for many miles over the great, wide, level 
plain. To protect the cultivated lands from 
this yearly threatened inundation they are 
guarded by artificial embankments thrown up 
in front of each plantation. These are called 
levees, and are hundreds of miles in extent, 
almost lining the entire course of the river 
They vary in height from six to forty feet in 
some places, and are proportionately thick 
through at the base. As might be expected 
the cost of building and keeping in repair 
these immense earth structures is very heavy. 
In some instances it devolves upon the 
county, in others upon the state, in many in- 
stances upon the individual planters, and it is

BRYANT, THE COLORED MAN, AND A 
NEW WAR. 

It will be borne in mind that THe ConstI- 
TUTION has frequently recognized that pecu- 
liar order of ingenuity which has given Bry- 
ant such an unenviable distinction among all 
classes and all parties in Georgia. We have 
insisted on commending him to the attention 
of that palsied philanthropy which exists in 
New England, as the result of the hard and

An Interview with the Magnate on the Railway 
Situation. 

NeW YorK, March 17.—William H. Vanderbilt 
was called upon at his residence last evening by a 
Tribune reporter. In reply to aninquiry about the 
present condition of railroad matters, he said: 

‘‘The railroad war on both passenger and freight 
rates is practically settled. The first step perhaps 
was the hardest to take, but after that everything 
appears to have worked smoothly enough. The 
railroad companies are acting now in a spirit of 
harmony and mutual concessions, which renders 
the carrying out of the present agreement perfectly 
easy. They have madea pooling arrangement for five 
years, and all the minor details necessary to the 
fulfillment of that agreement have been perfected. 
There is no longer any railroad war. It has ended. 
It was about time thatastop was put to it. For 
nearly a year the railroads were engaged in a bitter 
conflict, and long ago it was evident that the com- 
panies themselves could not settle all the questions 
involved in the struggle, and it became absolutely 
indispensible that the business men of the country 
should act as arbitrators between the railroads, 
whose officers were ¢rifting daily further apart. 
That has been done, and from business men who 
are fully alive to the magnitude of railroad ques- 
tions and to the influences which will flow from 
the decision of them, we may expect the fullest 
discussion and the most correct judgment. As I 
said just now, it was quite time that the railroad 
war, was brought toaclose. This war has taugh 
us all a good lesson. At any rate, ] have learned 
lessons from it that I shall never forget. have no 
doubt that the officers of all the railroads are wiser 
than they were a year ago. The war has cost a great 
deal of money and the only practical advantage 
that has been gained is the knowledge howcheaply 
the work of transportation can be done. That is a 
matter that has been clearly proven by the contest, 
and I think most railroad men have been surprised 
at the result; but I tell you it was due to the stock- 
holders and to everybody that the war should be 
stopped. We all recognize the insanity of proleng- 
Ing it.”’ 

“Will the peace be lasting?’ the reporter asked. 

“Oh, undoubtcdiy it will be maintained for 
several years. The agreement is made for five years, 
and itis hardly probable that anything will hap- 
pen to break it.”’ 

“The question of differential rates has not been 
decided, and the advisory commission has no 
power,’’ the reporter suggested. 

“That is very true,’’ Mr. Vanderbilt rep’ied, 
“but I anticipate a decision that will be so eminent- 
ly justthat the railroads will accept it without a 
word ofdissent. You see, this matter of differ- 
ential rates has become a national question of vast 
importance It has out of the hands of rajl- 
road men, partly because of it*® very importance, 
but mainly because railroad men showed them- 
selves incompetenttohandleit. Their views were 
narrow and _ their opinions were warped 
by personal feelings and olticial interests. Because 
they were unable to determine the question I sug- 
gested, s0me morths azo, that it should be left to 
arbitrators, and that the business men of the coun 
try should give it a thorough examination and dis- 
cussion. From that suggestion, I believe, has 
sprung the advisory commission, which is now con- 
sidering the subject. Certainly, the men who con- 
stitute that commission are men of ability, fairness 
and wisdom. No better men probably could have 
been selected, and the result of their deliberations 
will be accepted by the world as the justest conclu- 
sion that covld begeached.”’ 

‘I presume the oificers of the railroad companies 
will accept it as the basis of a settlement?’ 

“Certainly, i shall be wiliing to dosoif it witl 
oe my road a chance to live. We have been fight- 
ng New York's battle fora long time, and it has 
cost us millions of money. We cannot fight the 
battle unaided and alone. The business men of 
New York have a deep interest in the contest 
and should do their utmust to protect the com- 
nercial supremacy of the city. The New York

“What is the present condition of the busines;?” 

“I consider the outlook to be extremely favora- 

ble. Weare doing a good business. In fact, the 
traffic 1s rather largerin volume than it has been 
before, but the lew rates of freight have prevented 
our reaping the full advantage of the increased 
business. i understand that the prospects of large 
crops this season are exceedingly brilliant, and al- 
together itismy opinion the railways will earn 
more money this year than lust. Th: Lake Shore 
road earned its8 percent dividends last year, in 
spite of all the statements to the contrary, and I 
have no doubt that the business will be sufficient 
for the rest of the present year to enable it to con- 
tinue the 8 per cent dividends. The specula- 
tion in grain, as you are aware, hurt the 
railways considerably. The prices at Chi- 
eago and the west were furced to such 
points that the export demand was checked, and 
the railway suffered accordingly. How entirely 
unjust issome talk of legislation about railways! 
Why, tell me, should the transportation of grain be 
a matter of legislation, when a few speculators, 
selfish and unwise, are allowed to throw the whole 
carrying business into confusion by a speculative 
movement? Legislate to restrict such ruinous spec- 
ulation in grain,orelse letalone the transporta- 
tion of it, whichis regulated sufficiently by com- 
petition. Talking about competition, see how the 
Central is hemmed with bankrupt roads. 
Why, on one side is the Grand Trunk and 
on the other side the Erie, both of them bankr‘ipt. 
Thatis competition enough for anybody. They 
make rates of transportation, and we can get no 
more than they do, although we pay divBicnds and 
they don’t. They dictate what we shall carry 
freight and ene ap for, and we have to submit. 
In New York people do not realize what a railroad 
comniission might mean. They don’t realize the 
uses it might be put to. A commission would 
simply place us at a disadvantage with our com- 
petitors. All rival railroads are doing all they can 
to help forward the movement to establish a rail- 
way commissionin the state. Their officers see plain- 
ly just how it would hurt us and help them. No, 
no; if this state must have a railroad commis- 
sion, let the other states thiough which our com- 
— run have like commissions. Don’t puta 
‘ew York institution like the ‘ entral at the very 
mercy of rival lines. The actual operation of such 
alaw would be very plain. Suppose the law should 
compel the Central to take its local busivess on the 
basis of its through rates. ‘Ihe Erie and the Penn- 
syivania would quickly make such through rates as 
would just about leave the Central hampered with 
such a law. Those roads, so far as they did a busi- 
ness falling within the provisions of the law, would 
overcome their difficulties by their freedom in other 
states. The Central, being entirely within this 
state, would haye no chance to show effec- 
tive opposition. The fact is, these anti- 
monopolists are nothing but dema- 
gogues. They will not be heard of ina few years, 
but just now they are trying to make a great fuss, 
They don’t know what they want, except that they 
hanker after political power of some&ort or other. 
Demagogues! That is what they are—demagogues, 
and thatisall there is rbout it. The Central has 
only one object, and that is the building up of 
business all along its line. The prosperity of its 
customers isits success. It isa mere business, this 
running of railroads. We manage them to get a 
return for our money, just as men sell groceries or 
dry goods. They do not do business merely for the 
fun of the thing, do they?. No, they want tomake 
a profit, for out of the income they support their 
families and educate their children. Very well 
that isall we want to get whorun railways. When 
I can’t get a fair return for my investment, you can 
justcount me out, and that’s all there is to it. 

“These anti-monopolists want to cut down our 
profits, but if they do, would they sell groceries one 
whitcheaper? Not a bit. They will take every- 
thing they can get and then then ask for more. 
They don’t seem to know that the transportation 
of freight is at a less profit than any otber business, 
Nine years ago we could have said it wasim ‘j- 
ble tocarry freight at the rates the railroads are 
now getting. Think one moment of the great re- 
duction that has been madein thattime. Perhaps 
in five years we may look back to the present rates 
and think these were high, it may be Who can 
tell what the result of the growth of the 
country and of the constant increase 
of business will be? But let the reduec- 

ion be from fair and open competition. The rail- 

ways do not want to charge exorbitant rates. They 
can taifordtodoso. They do want what will give 
a tair price forthe work and the investment. When 
I can’t get that I shall sell outand go into some- 
thing else. Itisa matter of business, and that is 
allthere isaboutit. Yes, there is the labor ques- 
lien, of course. 1 don’t know what's to be done 
aboutit. Weare paying the same price for labor 
we did when the profits were much larger than 
now, butif we attempt to reduce wages there goes 
upagreat howl from the anti-monopolists, who 
cry that we @re grinding the poor, that we ure tak- 
ing bread from the mouths of women. Idon’t 
know what we can do about it.’’ 

“How do the market prices of stocks compare, in 
your opinion, with the real value of the railroad 
properties?"’ 

“stocks for good roads are too low. They have 
been depressed below their real value. Take Lake 
Shore for example. It earned its dividends last 
year, a8 I said a few minutes ago, but there are men 
in Wall street who think they know more aboutit 
than I do, and tell you, 1 suppose, that it is not 
earning anything. Under good management the 
Lake Shore can’t fail to make more than 6 per cent. 
[ have reason to think it will earn its usual divi- 
dend this year, and it certainly will, if business 
continues to improve, as I think it will: butit wil] 
puy 6 per cent always under gooa management 
aud a good 6 per cent stock like Lake shore ought 
to be selling at atleast 120. It has no reason to be 
selling where it is, but I suppose it is 
owing to these ‘bears’ in Wall street, It 
is their business to depreciate the value of the 
property of other persons, but it isa mean and dirty 
yusiness, and that’s all there is init. There are 
some very good men in Wall street, of course, and 
some of the ‘bears’ | know—that is I meet them at 
the hotels and on the street occasionally. I nod to 
some of them when we meet, but they are cheap 
bce! Sig peg men, all of them. When a man buys 
stocks he has got to have something to do with the 
‘bears.’ Pooh! He sells something he has yet got 
and makes from the necessities of other people. A 
man who will take advantage of another is a mean 
man. He sells the property of the widow and orphan 
and outof their necessities grows rich. I tell you itis 
a poor, niean business, and there is only one satis- 
faction. Thatis, easycome, easy go. These men 
usually leave in Wall street what they make. You 
will see some of them sitting around the hotels and 
smoking cigars, but they are a cheap lot, the whule 
of them. As my father used to say, they sell what 
they haven't got, and that’s the meanest business 
in the world.”’

THR MEMPHIS AND CHARLESTON.

It appears from the premises of the contract 
of consolidation between these companies 
that the arrangement was based on the fairest 
and most equitable consideration of the 
whole subject.

As the Cincinnati Southern is not a member 
of the Southern railway and steamboat asso- 
ciation, it ‘is not bertnd by the rates dictated 
by that association, and consequently made 
such rates as it saw fit from Cincinnati. This 
gaye Cincinnati an advantage over Chicago 
and other westevn cities which depend prin- 
cipally upon the Louisville end Nashville and 
other association roads for their southern eut- 
lets. A quiet war has been going on between 
the Cincinnati Seuthern and the Louisville 
and Nashville roads for seme time past, and 
this fact worked still further injury to the 
lines north of the Ohio, as the cut rates euly 
applied to the business south of the river. 
The roads leading: from Chicago to the Qhio, 
and other lines north of the Vhio, now mean 
to have this discrimination stepped. Ata 
meeting held in this city a few weeks ago the 
lines north of the Ohio naturally agreed that 
hereafter they would make their own rates to 
Ohio river points, and then add the rates 
charged from those points to points in the 
south on through business.

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“ AN UPRISING OF LABOR. 


Strikes \mong Coal Minera, Iron Workers, Laborers, 
and Cotton Mill Operators. 

Frostsurc, March 17.—As the result of a 
notice issued by the presidents of the twelve 
coal’ compan’es in the George’s creek and 
Cumberland regions that a reduction of fifteen 
cents per ton would be made in wages to-mor- 
row, three thousand miners to-day went on a 
strike. This strike, which is the laryest ever 
known in this region, leaves two hundred and 
odd mines idle, and will doubtless cause 
George’s creek and Cuinberland coal to disap- 
pear from the markets ina few days. The 
men were ordered to strike by the executive 
committee of the Knights of Labor. 

The Knights of Labor 1s a verv strong or- 
ganization. -The men of the various mines 
form local assemblies, with a board of ofticers 
elected annually. The latter select delegates 
to the general assembly, known only to them- 
selves, and these in turn elect the executive 
committee, whose orders are law to the miners, 
although they say they do noteven know whe 
are the men issuing them. The names of 
none of the delegates on the executive com- 
mittee are known, all the rules and orders he- 
ing signed simpiy Knights of Labor. The 
admirable discipline prevailing in the organi- 
zation is shown by the fact that 
three theusand men scattered over 
a section of country eighteen miles long 
by five broad unhesitatingly obeyed the 
order. The mines toward Cumberland were 
the first to receive the edict, and as the news 
spread southward though the valley the little 
villages which flourish around the openings 
of the mines became alive with men ciuerging 
from the depths. 
man leftin any of the mines from Cumber 
land to Piedmont. The principal mining 
towns of the vailey were later m the day 
overrun by miners who came in from the coal 
tields to learn the latest pliase of the situation 
and the will of their mysterious rulers. 

The executive committee has been in ses- 
sion here all day busily formulating rules ‘for 
the governmentof the army of men whom they 
have called from their labor. The men tlein- 
selves appear to take pride in blind obedience 
to the commands of the order, and wil! un- 
doubtedly remain out as long asrequired. The 
miners in this region are noted tor their in- 
dustry and good character, end are prebably 
the best paid labering men in the United 
States. They receive from $50 to $125 per 
month, and not being given to dissination, 
have nearly all saved money. The great 
majority own the houses they tive in 
and have money in. bank, which places 
them in an unusually good position for 
the coming fight. The presi‘ients oP the coal 
companies appear to be as anxious to avoid 
individual prominence in fighting the miners 
as the latter to suppress the names of their 
ofticers. The miners are encouraged by the 
fact that in 1879, when they struck to compe! 
an advance from fifty cents to sixty-five cents 
per ton, the price now gid, they were suc-

after contesting it for the week. Since that

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HARRIET B 
siiinitanhgishirtienmae 
Is She the Anunic Bell whom George Coyle Teok there 
from New Pork. 
New York Sun. 

In an inquiry into the history of the wo- 
man Harriet Bel!, who was mysteriously 
murdered in Boston last Tuesday, it was 
learned that a woman of the same name had 
lived in Newburgh, N. Y. Her father, Joseph 
Bell, the foreman of a morocco factory, had a 
family of four children—two sons and two 
daughters. The eldest daughter died when 
she was sixteen. The sons were William and 
Henry. The latter was said to have only 
one eye. When the family broke up, 
William was supposed to have gone to 
Maine. One son, Harriet, and their mother 
and an adopted daughter, Susie Cook, came 
to New York. Mrs. Bell died heartbrokem 
because Henry became dissolute. Hattie 
drifted into the concert saloons. 
ried. The son supposed to be Henry was for 
a time an engineer in a Broadway store. 
Hattie was believed to have married a man 
named William Bell or William Fall, and to 
have drifted to Boston. She was said to have 
had three ehildren, two of whom died, the 
survivor being Willa, now 13 years old. A 
reporter of The Sun set out to find Henry 
Bell, but could get no trace of himin New 
York. He learned, however, of a 
one-cved Bell, William James Bell, 
a thief who had once frequented 
Houston street. One of Harriet’s brothers 
was named William. Possibly the Newburgn 
people confused them, and William was tie 
brother with one eye. William James Bell 
was a tall, thin man with a large nose and a 
fair moustache. He was reported to have 
come from Philadelphia, but was reticent 
about his affairs, simply saying that he came 
of a good family. Atone time he was an 
engineer on Broadway, but afterward he 
turned thief and banco man. About 1857 he 
married a girl named Annie. Itis said that 
her full name was Annie Marragh. They haa 
achild that died, and then they adopteda 
girl named Lizzie. Bell lived on Chrystie 
street, near Stanton, and afterward at 282 
Mott street. Lizzie grew up to be a handsome 
woman, and Bell deserted his wife and eloped 
with Lizzie. He died of consumption in 1578. 
Lizzie died of consumption in the Charity 
hospital last Saturday and was buried on 
Monday. 

About 1875 Mrs. Annie Bell, or Mrs. Mar- 
ragh, as she sometimes called herself, began 
to live with George Coyle, a hard character. 
He was a powerful man, six feet high. At 
one time he entered asix days’ walking match, 
but retired in a day or two. Soon after Bell’s 
death Mrs. Bell and Coyle removed to Boston. 
It is said thatshe had been in the habit of 
going there frequently on the Fall river boats. 
A report came to New York that Coyle had 
died there. Persons who knew Mrs. Bell in 
New York say that they had understood that 
she came from somewhere tip the Hudson. 
W hile with Coyle she frequented the Houston 
street saloons. After going to Boston she 
made visits to this city, and itis said that she 
once brought with her a little girl. If living, 
she would now be 35 or 40 vears old, and was 
a handsome woman. She claimed to be living 
respectably in boston, 

Friends of Lizzie Bell say that on one occa- 
sion an attempt was made to induce her to 


|} sign certain legal papers relating to property 


in Philadelphia, but that she refused. It was 
also said that Mrs. Annie Bell expected 
to inherit money from arich aunt in Phila- 
delphia. It is not known where Annie came 
from. A man who knew her says he is con- 
vineed that she is the ‘‘Harriet Bell’ of the 
Boston murder. 

“Itis claimed,” he says, ‘‘that Harriet 
fell'’s father was an Irishman, and that they 
lived in Yorksville. Now, Annie’sfather was 
Irish, and it fs likely thatshe met Jim Bell 
in Yorksville, where his family was living. 
Her connection with Newburgh is easily ex- 
plained Jim Bell was in the habit 
of geing on visits there, and _ he 
probably took his wife with him, and 
the neighbors got her mixed up with 
his sisters. The history of Harriet Bell’s life 
in this city corresponds exactly with the life 
of Annie Bell Both frequented Houston 
street, both were on the Fall river boats, both 
went to Bosten, each married a William Bell, 
and each has been seen lately with a little 
girl, If they are different’ women, if still 
Zooks asif William James Beil was the brother 
Both hed one 
eye, both were engineers «n Broadway, and 
both were hard characiers. Coyle may or may 
not be dead. He was a worthless telkow, and 
Mrs. Bell probably got rid of him ir Boston. 
The description given of the murderer is not 
a bad description of Corle. Annie may have 
given ¢ut that he was dead in or@er: to ac- 
count ‘for her leaving him, and may have 
taken the name of Jim’s sister Hattie, in or- 
der te be rid of all her bad New York associa- 
tions. For the same reason she destroyed all 
lettess and papers relating to her past life. 
Wille is probably Ceyle’s child, and he may 
have abducted her. As to the property com- 
ing to Willa when ehe should be 16, perhaps 
that was from the Philadelphia eunt, and was 
the same in which Lizzie was irterested.’’ 

An ex-member of the Boston police, who 
knew Mrs. Bell, says there is a good deal of 
tre th in the rumors that Willa isentitled to a 
fortune at the age of 16. This:fact, he thinks, 
iy really what prompted thecr:me. Whoever 
committed it has evidently keen keeping an 
eve on Mrs. Bell.and Willa fer years, and was 
familiar with their private afairs. The time 
ras approaching «when the latter was to come 
into possession of the money, and he probably 
deemed it necessary for hin: to make a move- 
ment. He may have souglé out the where- 
abouts of the woman with thatin view. IJn- 


-quiries in Boston have so far failed to shew 


any trace of George Coyle. This may indicate 


j that he is dead or has been out of Boston fer 


some years.

WITCHES AND CRANKS, 


Traditions ef the Gulteaus of Ante-Revolutionary 
Mays in Connecticut. 
Waterbury American. 

A branch, er root, of the Guiteau fan:ily 
once fiourisked in Bethlehem. W hether 
Guiteau, the assassin, Was primogenital of this 
branch or net is a matter upon which history 
throws no light and which genealogical re- 
searches have thus far failed to reveal. Noe 
is the question one of sufficient importance te 
Warrant one in groping through musty vol- 
umes of ancient town records; and it is a fore- 


gone conclusion that no biblical family record | 


links could eke outachain which would reach 
the condemned crank at Washington. But 
the bare faets that are known about the 
BethleLem Guwiteaus are of considerable 
interest outside ~«of later associations. 
Simeon Guiteauy isthe one of whom most is 
known inthe town in question. He lived 
when a boy with the late Nekemiah Lambert, 
the grandfather of Mr. Sansel L. Bloss on 
his mother’s'side. Simeon died on the 29th 
of May, 1815. at the age of 64. He was during 
life very eccentric and miserly, converting 
his earnings and ¢avings into gold and silver, 
hoarding them im cld mittens, boxes, etc., 
these being distributed after his death as 
specified in his wil. The parents of Simeon 
Guiteau also lived én Bethlehem, but neither 
records nor traditien reveal but little of their 
history. Simeon’s mother was what in those 
days was called a witch. Of ker there isa 
tradition to this efeet: One night a man was 
walking upon a_ Bethlehem highway 
when a peculiar looking squirrel persist- 
ently dogged his footsteps. The man was 
armed, and, watebing his opportanity, shot 
the squirrel; that night Mrs. Guiteau, the. ld 
witeh, died, and a bullet hole was found in 
her ear. This couple had another son, a 
brother of Simeon. named Judson Guiteau. 
who removed to Ohio, settled in Marietta and 
reared afamily. On Simeon’s death Judson 
came to Bethlehem, received his share of his 
brother's estate, and returned to Ohio. It is 
also known that. two others of the Guiteau 
family, Francis and Joshua, went from Wood- 
bury to Bethlehem in 1743, being, with their 
wives, ameng the first members of the church 
in the latter place, Which was organized March 
27,1740. Little or nothing remains whence to 
gather facts from their lives or those of their 
antecedents orlineal successors. Simon Gui- 
teau in his will gave the church of Christ— 
pow Congregationalist—the sum of $383,34, 
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set forth on his tombstone. Ar 
old house, fn which one of the Guiteaus had 
long lived and afterward removed, was being 
torn down. The work of demolition was 
nearly completed ere the old former occupant 
learned of what was in progress; then he sur- 
prised the workmen by coming among them 
in great haste and beginning to dig in the 
earth at the base of a stairway, whence he 
first removed a large stone. Soon he exhum-' 
eda great quantity of shining yellow gold, 
which he stealthily bore away, pa} ing no heed 
tothe astonished lookers-on. It is thought 
probable that the precious hoard was again 
secreted in some out-of-the-way place, where 
it doubtless remains to thisday. It is evident 
that the Guiteaus at one time formed a con- 
siderable portion of Bethlehem’s pop lation, 
and, so far as known, all were what would be 
classed among the ‘‘crank”’ list at the present 
day. 
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PURSUING A WOMAN. 


The Chase from New York to Jacksonville of a Well 
Known Lady. 
Florida Times. ‘ 

Several weeks ago a detective belonging to 
the force of Lonergan & Co., a detective agen- 
cy in New York, came post haste to this city. 
He applied to the clerk of a prominent official 
here, told him of certain assistance which he 
needed, and then as suddenly and strangely 
disappeared. The assistance was rendered. 
The bird had flown. Who was the criminal? 
What was the crime that brought through our 
city this fugitive from the eager pursuit of 
the sleuth hounds of justice? The clerk was 
notinquisitive; he did not care to know; but 
this much the detective dropped: that, 
backed by unlimited funds, he was seeking, 
threughout the world if need be,a woman,and 
that woman a lady of high social position in 
the city from whence she came. The detec- 
tive appeared again, a week or two later, and 
the clerk at request, went to the depot and 
noted the marks and checks upon certain 
trunks. That was all. The detective disap- 
peared, the clerk was not troubled further, 
and the reporter, to whom these facts came, 
was too busy with prosaic John Smith and 
the insipidities, of our current city events to 
remember much about it. Some time ago 
the same reporter, returning from a trip by 
skiff upon the river, passed, late in the even- 
ing, a steam yacht swinging at her moorings in 
the tide. What he saw was not very startling; 
but after that he frequented the river and 
wharves a great deal. Forsome strange rea- 
son he reealled the story of the clerk; he 
marveled at the unusual number of New 
York detectives who were wintering here for 
their health; he tried to guess what disorder 
was wrecking the frame of Captain James 
Kealy, of the fourteenth precinct of New 
York city, who was an alleged invalid at the 
Carleton; he thougit it singular that he 
should meet so often men whom he once 
knew as detectives, but who were now “‘out of 
the business,”’ they said. One evening a party 
of people, ladies and gentlemen, crossed the 
river and went toward St. Nicholas. They 
were followed by detectives and overtaken, 
but the one they were looking for wag not 
there. Certain important events happened 
in this city during the absence of the detec- 
tives in this hot haste pursuit. In an odd 
way, by an accident almost, the reporter 
stumbled into the information he was, at odd 
times, seeking. The lady, the fugitive, is the 
wife of the proprieter of one of the largest 
hotels in Albany, New York. From 
her he is at presemt seeking a divorce by a bill 
in chancery inthe suprenie court of that 
state. Their trouble dates back as far at least 
as 1875, and the cause of it, it is supposed, is 
a noted millionaire yacht owner. Something 
of the history and natureof the trouble might 
be detailed, but adesire to avoid even the 
smallest misstatement is a reason for passing 
for the present to facts more accurately ascer- 
tained. The flight to Florida occurred some- 
thing less than two months ago. It was con- 
temporaneous with the arrival of the yacht. 
The stay in this city was brief; it was touch 
and go, and she was im Nassau. As she left 
there ber persuer landed. She went to Ha- 
vana and took rooms at the Hotel Telegrafo. 
She was followed and hunted down 
again. Through various pretexts the detcc- 
tive changed hisroom again and again that 
he might put himeseif nearer the apartments 
which he suspected. He felt sure of his game. 
Anxious to divide his honors with no one, he 
would not employ local detective assistance. 
Within those apartments, inhabited by a 
strange lady recently arrived, as he learned, 
by steamer, was, he wes sure, his prey. 
He had not seen her, but unluckily for the 
detective, she had seen htm. <A steamer was 
ready to sail for Floreda. The detective’s 
Vigilance was unremitting. One evening a 
lady closely veiled came out, took a volante, 
and drove eway, hotly pursued by the ‘‘spot- 
ter.”

A WAR ON LOTTERY DEALERS. 


Actlen of the Diatrie of Columbia Authorities—Let- 
tery Agents Arrested. 


Leuisiana lottery company was arrested here 
some days ago forselling tickets of that com- 
pany in violation of law. This is the first 
arrest of the kind made in the district, al- 
theugh Washington has for a long time been 
a geod market fer the sale of lottery tickets. 
A jarge number ef department clerks every 
menth appropriate a part of their salaries far 
this purpose, and some very handsome 
prires have heen drawn to stimulate the 
business. The pest-ottice department, since 
October, 1879, has enforced an order 
prohibiting the transmission of lottery tick- 
ets and other matter pertaining to lotteries 
threvgh the mails. The Louisville companr 
brought suit agaigst the department in the 
supreme court of this district and was defeat- 
ed, but this decision was overruled by the 
courtin bane. The Louisiana lottery com 
pany also filed a bili! of complaint against the 
departinent here, taking the ground that the 
statute under whick the order was made was 
unconstitutional. The court affirmed the 
constitntionality of the law and disinissed the 
bill. The company then appealed to the dis- 
trict supreme courtin bane and succeeded, it 
being held that the eoncern was recognized. 
in the Louisiana conetitution, and that it had 
not been proven that it was a fraudulent one. 
The orders of the department were then so 
modified as not to ayply to companies hay- 
ing the authority of law from any 
state to carry on business, this fact 
being taien as prima facie _ evi- 
dence that the compary is not fraudulent. 
The decision of the court and modification of 
the orders of the department have caused 
various members of congress to introduce bills 
to amend the existing statute of the district 
by striking out the word “fraudulent,” and 
otherwise making the law more stringent 
upon ali persons and companies aiding in or 
causing the distribution of lottery tickets. It 
has recently been discovered that neither the 
Kentucky lottery company ror the Louisiana 
lottery company was legally chartered, and 
the department has renewed the order pro- 
hibiting the transmission thrgugh the mails 
to them of money orders and registered let- 
ters. It is said that the Louisiana lottery 
company is enabled to give $40,000er annum 
to charities, pay twenty per cent dividends to 
stockholders, and pay agents handsome com- 
missions, while they amass laree fortunes.

The Kev. Dr. Magoon Gives Some of His Early Ex- 
perilences.

At the meeting of the Baptist pastors yes- 
terday the Rev. Dr. D. Henry Miller, of 
Greenpoint, presided. Vernon man, a 
merchant, exhibited a petition to congress 
against the passage of the bill to stop Chinese 
immigration, and it was signed by many of 
the ministers. The Rev. Dr. E. L. Magoon, 
of the Broad street — church, 
Philadelphia, delivered the address of the 
day, taking for his subject: — “Fifty 
Years Building on the First Brick,” a 
graphic and humorous sketch of _his 
own life. Beginning as a bricklayer in Wind- 
sor, Vt., 50 vears ago, he was converted, 
paid his own way through college, was or- 
dained a Baptist minister, and was succes- 
sively pastor of a church in Richmond, Va. ; 
in Cincinnati; the Oliver street church, in 
this city; a church in Albany, and of the 
Broad street church, in Philadelphia. Many 
years after he became a minister he took from 
the corner-stone of a building in Windsor, Vt., 
the first brick he ever laid, had it incased in 
bronze and converted it into an inkstand. 
He now treasures it up as a piece of priceless 
bric-a-brac, arid there is not money enough, 
he said, to buy it. He tole many amusing 
anecdotes of his experiences. In the early 
part of his ministry in Richmond there was 
much prejudice among Baptists against the 
use of a musical instrument in the 
eburch. Having prevailed on his 
congregation to built a new church, 
he privately arranged to have an organ for 
use in the dedication services. As Soonasthe 
fact became known word was br@ught to him 
that one of the deacons would atthe next 
meeting of the congregation uppose the use of 
the organ. The doctor quietly sat down and 
prepared a preamble and resolution setting 
torth that, as it was said there would be some 
oppositiun to the use of the organ, it was 
deemed fit that the congregation should pub- 
licly resolve to have it. When the meeting 
was about to open, he went up to the refrac- 
tory deacon, told him that there were some 
captious spirits in the church who would 
endeavor to prevent the use of the organ, 
and it would therefore bee an exceed- 
ingly graceful and proper thing on‘his part to 
introduce a resolution on the subject, and 
then handed him the one he had prepared. 
The deacon, completely taken aback, con- 
sented without a word, and the resolution 
was unanimously adopted. His anecdotes 
never failed to elicit prolonged applause. At 
the close of Dr. Magoon’s remarks a vote of 
thanks wastendered him. bBriefremarks were 
also made by the Rev. J. W. Ashworth, of 
England, and Professor Waffle, of Lewisburg 
(Penn.) university. At next week’s meeting 
the Rey. Dr. MacArthur will deliver an ad- 
dress on ‘‘Progressive Christian Work.’’ 
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BETHLEHEM'S PLAGUE. 


One Hundred and Fifty Cases of Small-Pox Ke 
ported. 

PuttapetpurA, March 17.—A_ semi-official 
statement from south Bethlehem, Pennsyl- 
vania, yesterday, protested that the report of 
the prevalence of small-pox there had 
greatly exaggerated the fact, but to-day 
digatches report 150 cases in eighty-five 
houses, 

BUSINESS CLOSED UP. 

Disinfectants are being used by the whole- 
sale. All the barber shops are closed. Five 
puddling furnaces and the rolling mill have 
stopped for want of men, not that so many 
of their men are sick, but because many 
of the men livingin the infected houses are 
quarantined. The quarantine is enforced by 
Bethlehem on the opposite side of the Lehigh 
river. 

FLIGHT OF THE CITIZENS. 

The citizens not already quarantined in 
their houses-are leaving town or sending their 
families away. Nearly every student in the 
Lehigh university and Bishop Thorpe female 
seminary has left. No mail matter 1s allowed 
to leave the infected district. The health offi- 
cers have been given police power. Two hos- 
pitals have been equipped and are rapidly 
filling up. 

Murder and Suicide ata Farm Mouse. 

Sanpwicu, DJL, March 17.—Sunday afternoon 
there occurred a murder and suicide near the little 
town of Lisbon, Kendall county, some fourteen 
miles south of here. The particulars are meager. 
It seems that a boy named Zerah Hall, who formerly 
lived here, was working on the farm of Gordon 
Lord, and that the boy had not been treated as he 
should have been, and thaton Sunday, while all 
but the two were away to church, some difficulty 
arose While they were in the barn doing chores, and 
the boy was killed by Lord, being shot twice 
with a revolver. Lord, on seeing what he had done, 
after thinking the matter over, committed suicide 
by cutting his throatand hanging himself. When 
the family came home during the afternoon the 
two were not to be found about the house. Search 
was instigated, and the dead bodies found as stated 
above. There are wild rumors afloat 
about the tragedy, but no definite 
information can be obtained as the 
roads are in a very bad condition and it would be 
almost impossible to drive over the scene of the 
tragedy. Lord has been considered a peaceable sort 
of aman, and, it isthought, was laboring undera 
fit of insanity at the time the crime was committed.

Topics Discussed—Cows Running at Large—The Pest 
House and a Petition of Kemonstrance. 

The board of health met in regular session 
in the mayor’s office yesterday afternoon. 
There were present Dr. Drake, presiding, Dr. 
Baird, secretary, and Member Haas and Sani- 
tary Inspectors King and Veal. After the 
reading of the journal of the last session, the 
following communication was read: 

ATLANTA, Georgia, March 10, 1882.—To the 
Board of Health of the City of Atlanta— 
Gentlemen: We respectfully show that one U. QO. 
Robertson, a so-called M. D., has bought the lot 
corner of McDonough and Clarke, this being known 
as the ‘“‘Clarke lot,’’ on which James P. Harrison 
resides, and proposes to establish there a hospital 
or infirmary for the treatment of various diseases, 
some of which are contagious and infectious, there- 
by endangering the health and lives of our- 
selves and our families and that of 
the other residents of McDonough and the contigu- 
ous street. To show the kind of an institution this 
person proposes to open we send herewith some 


of his advertisements published to the world and
